GS.R. 137(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 31 of the Oil Industry (Development Act, 1974 
(47 of 1974), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Oil lndn<:iry 
Development Board Employees’ (Travelling Allowance) 
Rules, 1984, namely:— 


. 1. (1) These rules may be called the Oil Industry 
Development Bo^d Employees' (Travelling Allowance) 
Amendment Rules, 2 012. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Oil Industry Development Board 
Employees' (Travelling Allowance) Rules, 1984 
■ (hereinafter referred to as the principal rules), in rule 2, in 
clause 8, for the words “sisters and minor brothers residing 
with and wholly dependent upon the employee”, the words 
“sisters and minor brothers so long as they are residing 
widi and wholly dependent upon the employee” shall be 
substituted. 

3. In tlje principal rules, in rule 5,— 

(a) in sub-rule (1), for the words “the basic pay 
. of an employee”, the words “the grade pay 

of ap employee” shall be substituted; 

(b) sub-rule (4) shall be omitted. 

4. In the principal rules, in rule 7, in sub-rule (8), for 
the words and figures "Members (including Chainpao) and 
employees in receipt of basic pay of Rs.2800 and above", 
the words and figures "employees in receipt of grade pay 
of rupees 4200 and above" shall be substituted. 

5. In the principal rules, in rule 9,— 

(i) in sub-rule'(I), for clause (b), the following 
clause shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(b) in the case of ofiBcers of th^-Board in the same 
manner as admissible to the employees of the 
.Central Government of equivalent status 

(ii) after sub-sect ion (2), the following sub-section 
shall be subsntuied, namely :— 

“(3) All mileage points earned the officer on 
tickets purchased for official travel shall be 
utilized by the Board for other official travel by 
their officers and any usage of these mileage 
points for purposes of private travel by an 
officer shall attract departmental action.” 

6. In the principal rules, in rule 10,— 

(a) for suVrule (1), the fol lowing sub-rule shall

“(1) The employees of the Board while on 
tour, training or during transfer shall be 
entitled to daily allowance at such rates as 
admissible to the employees of the Cenfral 
Government of equivalent status ; 

Provided that in the case of any journey 
performed by an <^ilcial of a Corporation 
owned or controlled by the Central 
Government for attending the meetings of 
the Board or of any Committee of the Board 
or to attend to any other business of the 
Board, the travelling and daily allowances 
admissible to him shall be payable by the 
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Board at file rates admissible to him under 
the rules of such Coipofation under wdiich 
he is for the time being employee!.”
